During and since the war some very 
remarkable characters have secured a large 
share of public attention, who in ordinary 
times would not have ranked a fo urth-rate 
cruss- road politician. 

They took ad vantage of the state of 
sition from military to the re-organization 
of civil government in some of the South- 
ern States to grasp power, and to force to- 
wards themselves the attention of the 
Northern people. They zealously misrep- 
resent the animus of those who had es- 
poused the cause of the Southern Confed- 
eracy towards the Federal Government. 

Of the class of men referred to, the most. 
noted is Ex-Governor, now Senator W. G. 
Brownlow, of Tennessee, in whose foot- 
steps most of them have tried to tread, and 
whose example they servilely ape. He 
demonstrated how tyranny might be sus- 
tained by the misrepresentation and slan- 
der of an unoffending people—how reports 
of outrages might be manufactured to or- 
der~—how credulous the people of the North 
were in regard to sensational storica gotten 
up to promote the schemes of his faction. 

The role he played paid his partisans 
well. They got possession of the State 
Government of Tennessee. They multi- 
plied the number of public officers. They 
increased the galaries of those already ex- 
isting. To feed many of their faction not 
otherwise provided for, delinquent rfil- 
roads, to which the State had lent her credit, 
were turned over to the harpies that flocked 
to the State.

They disfranchised the great body of the 
people, Yet at last, in Tennessee, they had 
to succumb before the sentiment of a peace- 
ful and patient peopic, who at the ballot- 
box uttered their verdict against their ty- 
rannical oppressors. 

They can neither cope with reason, nor 
secure the voluntary approval of the peo- 
ple. Hence, to-day, following the cue of 
Brownlow, they are Centralists, and would 
wholly ignore the Fight of the people of 
the States to regulate their domestic afiairs, 
wherein they can do so without interfer- 
ing with the rights of citizens of the other 
States. 

The suggestion of digging up from their 
dishonored graves the “effete, defunct and 
Bourhenic” theories of the old Federal 
party was made by poor old William G. 
Brownlow, who, though a maniac, has, 
more wit, sense and will than the whole 
crew of his servile imitators that have 
flourished and wielded power in these 
Southern States since the war.
